Of Psychopaths 


LANSING (ZP)-— The 
Michigan 
Suprem e Court, in 
one 
of 
its 
heaviest opinion 
days in years, 
M onday freed three 
men 
from 
state institutions and slapped the 
state’s failure to provide proper 
treatm ent 
for criminal 
psycho­ 
paths. 
Freed were: 
Quillie Carter of 
Detroit, held in the Ionia Hospital 
for the Criminal Insane since last 
December; Everett L. 
Fink 
of 
Hillsdale, held in the same hospi­ 
tal since March 25, 1949, and B er­ 
nard Colin, held in Southern Mich­ 
igan Prison since 1951 on a 23- 
year-old charge. 
Both C arter and Fink w ere dis­ 
charged on the grounds that 
a 
panel of psychiatrists had failed 
to establish properly the two men 
w ere crim inal sexual psycopatha. 
C arter was arrested on suspicion 
of attem pted rape and Fink for 
arson. 
In Fink’s case, especially, the 
court said the inm ate was sent to 
prison under a law requiring cura­ 
tive treatm ent. 
But, it said, Fink 
spent his time in Southern Michi­ 
gan Prison and at Ionia 
as 
a 
laundry w orker and nurse. 
“We see no 
difference,” 
the 
court said, “between incarceration 
in a state prison as punishm ent 
for a crime and confinement 
in 
the prison as a psychopathic per­ 
son if the latter is treated simply I 
as another m ember of the general ! 
prison population. 
“ At least the criminal prisoner j 
can look forward to his release 
upon the expiration nof his term, 
but the psychopath has no hope of 
regaining his liberty until cured, 
a result which there may be but 
little likelihood of attainm ent un­ 
less he receives the car and treat­ 
ment for which he was com mit­ 
ted.” 
No Authority 
Tile Suprem e Court 
said 
the 
state had no authority to hold Colin 
any longer. 
He had been sen­ 
tenced in Detroit Nov. 6. 1925, for 
a burglary and was paroled the 
following year, 
He broke his pa­ 
role and disappeared. 
The court said Colin had served 
several prison sentences in other 
states since then and that in 1934 
and 1937 Michigan had refused to 
bring him back to complete his 
sentence here, pleading lack of 
funds for the trip.

said Robinson whipped a gun from 
his belt and fired one shot which 
struck policeman Jam es Quinlan,

Robinson ran down

leading to the front door and fled ; 
from the station, firing two shots 
as he got outside. One of the bul­ 
lets struck Daniel DeCero, ll, in 
the head. The boy who was

entangles himself and his reader in the 
gobbledygook of officialese. He

man who, during the war, prepared the 
little signs in the windows of 
all 
the 
stores reading, ILLUMINATION IS RE­ 
QUIRED TO BE EXTINGUISHED 
ON 
THESE PREMISES AT THE CLOSE OF 
BUSINESS EACH DAY. This fellow has 
some kind of psychological block against 
plain talk such as 
TURN 
OUT 
THE 
LIGHTS. 
I shouldn’t close this literary 
album 
w ithout a passing reference to the anti­ 
quarian sign painter. He is the specialist 
in Old English script who does the signs 
beginning YE OLDE. I mention him only 
to justify this letter to a scholar and a 
gentleman with a burst of 
scholarship.

They also seem clever enough to word 
their successive proposals in a m anner ren ­ 
dering them continuously unacceptable. 
When they really w ant to talk, they sure­ 
ly can find someone within the confines of 
the Soviet em pire who can put the offer in 
plain English.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—For more 
than 
foul 
months flip sun has continued to shine 
with sickening monotony on the parched 
fields of southern Missouri and Northern 
Arkansas. 
Farmers watching their fields 
slowly wither aw ay have prayed hopefully 
for rain, but th e re s been no rain since 
May 17. 
Meanwhile they have seen then 
fields blacken, their water holes dry up 
and their rattle weaken, .sometimes die. 
Their situation i similar to that in Texas 
and the Southwest generally, except that 
in Texas it rained briefly, though now the 
sun is shining relentlessly again. 


Meanwhile, the D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture has moved at Snail’s pace to dole out 
drought relief to 
Missouri 
farmers. 
In 
Texas, Benson’s boys have done somewhat 
better. 
As of this writing, 
only 
99 
Missouri 
farm ers have received 
a 
total 
of 
only 
$172,700. 
T hat’s an 
average 
of 
$1,740 
apiece. 


In contrast, Texas farm ers have received 
an average of about $13,000 apiece. 
A 
healthy $4,277,130 
has 
gone 
to 
Texas 
against M issouri’s $172,700, and 328 Texas 
farm ers have been aided against Missouri’s 
99. 


Another 153 Missouri farmers are still 
trying to get drought loans. They are ask­ 
ing for only $220,100, while the 101 re­ 
maining unrelieved Texas 
farm ers 
are 
asking for $1,280,695. 
APPEAL TO ARMY 
Sen. Tom Hennings of Mi souri, travel­ 
ing through the blackened fields of his 
native state, has been trying to push this 
relief. 
However, hi- 
finds 
that 
bigger 
farm ers are generally 
favored as good 
enough risks to borrow money for drought 
relief. 
Sm aller farmers aren’t good risks, 
m any may be wiped out. 
“ What Missouri farmers 
need 
most,” 
Hennings concluded, “is not money but 
hay.” 
Accordingly he sent a telegram to P re ­ 
sident Eisenhower and Secretary or Agri- j 
culture Benson pointing out that plenty of 
hay wras to be found in Minnesota, the i 
Dakotas and the northwest for $20 a ton. 
but tile cost of transporting it from those I 
areas to Missouri and Arkansas was an 
additional $20 a ton, making the $40 total 
cost to drought-stricken farm ers prohibi­ 
tive. 


Therefore. Hennings proposed to Eisen­ 
how er that the U. S. Arm y, which has a 
large arm ada of trucks in the middle west, 
use its personnel and trucks to haul hay 
to the drought-stricken .southwest. 
“Secretary Brannan organized a hay lift 
to Utah and Nevada during the severe 
snowstorms of 1949," Hennings points out. 
"The Air Force at that time dum ped hay 
from the air on snowbound cattle, with 
the Air Force paving for the cost of tile 
hay lift. 
The I arm ers paid for the hay, 
but they never could have paid for the 
air tvansi lortation.. 


“ We also organized an air lift to Berlin 
w hen that city 
was isolated 
by events 
beyond its control. 
Now, with farmers of 
tile southwest suffering from a catastrophe 
beyond their control, I believe they should 
have the sam e help.” 
As of this writing, Henning* has receiv­ 
ed no reply from Washington.

Brannan, w hen queried by this column re­ 
garding the cost of previous drought re­ 
lief, sn id: The farmers paid for the cost 
of Rte hay, and the governm ent paid for 
the transportation. 
It m ay have cost us a 
little extra, but on the whole I don’t think 
we w ere out much. 
In 1949 the Air Force 
absorber! the cost of the hay life to snow ­ 
bound cattle, and last year we got special 
rates to ship hay from Wisconsin to K en­ 
tucky, Tennessee, Oklahom a and parts of 
Pennsylvania. 
I think we went in the red

DELTA COUNTY IRON—-The 
prospect 
of mining what many people believe to ba 
vast underground iron ore deposits in Del­ 
ta County becomes brighter as older open 
pit mines decline in production. 
Oldtimers in Delta County will recall th* 
late Louis Scheme] who m any year* ago 
made extensive explorations to determin* 
non ore locations in this area. 
They tell me that these prospectors re­ 
ported locating iron ore of high grades in 
several locations in the county*, including 
the Pine Ridge area only a short distance 
west of Escanaba. 
The iron ore is all 
underground, 
of 
course, ranging from 309 
to 
700 
feet 
straight down depending upon the loca­ 
tion. If mining was ever 
undertaken 
it 
would probably be by the vertical shaft 
method. 
A friend of mine who shall be nameless, 
but who has more than usual knowledge of 
such things, tells me that his experience in 
compass work in the county indicates “e x ­ 
tensive high grade iron ore deposits” be­ 
neath the ground. His opinion is based up­ 
on the deviations of the compass— the same 
clue that, led to discovery of iron ore on th*

MAKING THE CHOICE— Is hunting sat* 
or dangerous? It depends upon which news 
release you read. 
The Michigan Departm ent of Conserva­ 
tion issues a warning in connection

HOLLYWOOD 4* — The movie 
stars started it, now everybody’s 
doing it—building swimming pools. 
Thanks in large part to the stars, 
the pool business is booming. F’rom 
8,000 to 10,000 private pools are

United States, more than existed 
in the whole country prior to 1940. 
I learned some fancy facts about 
this budding new industry from 
Philip Ilsley, president of Paddock 
Pools. 
"There s no doubt that the stars 
doss, I helped the business along,” he re- 
I marked. "People in this country 
and all over the world have had a 
profound interest in what movie 
stars do. Since so many stars 
| o w n e d 
swimming 
pools, 
they 
I helped popularize pools as a stand- 
! aid of good living. 
"However, we would go out of 
business if we relied on the movie 
I crowd for our business. Because of 
taxes and other reasons, they don’t 
j have the money to spend that they 
j used to.” 
F’ortunately for his business, the 
j general public caught on to the 
I notion of having a man-made lake 
■ in the backyard. Part of this is 
due to the continuing high stand- 
* ard of living and ample leisure 
I time. But the main reason is the 
I new method of construction. 
Most pools used to he built in 
j concrete forms. But Ilsley devel­ 
oped a way of blowing the con­ 
crete onto forms, creating an in­ 
verted dome. This cut the cost 


more than half and the building 
time from four months to three or 
four weeks. 
"Anybody who can afford n sec­ 
ond car in the family can afford 
a .swimming pool.” he said. "You 
can buy one, complete with filter, 
for as low’ as $2.500." 
Because concrete forms are no 
longer needed, there’s no penalty 
for odd shapes of pools. The old 
rectangular pool is b e c o m i n g 
passe, and folks are going for 
round ones, kidney-shaped, etc. 11- 
sley’s own pool is shaped like a 
maple leaf. I even saw one that 
looked like a comma. Belonged to 
some frustrated writer, no doubt.
